TRAVANCORE DEVASWOM BOARD 

No. ROC. 2655/2009/Est.IV. 12th October 2012. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 
5 of section 29 and clause (e) of sub-section 2 of section 
35 of the Travancore Cochin Hindu Religious Institutions 
Act 1950 and as per the decision dated 6-7-2010 taken in 
consonance with the Government Order enhancing the 
income limit and to include “married son and married 
daughter” in the list of relatives/dependents and 
in pursuance of the preliminary notification published on 
6-7-2010 as required by sub-section (3) of section 35 of 
the said Act, and no objection or suggestion from any 
person with respect to preliminary notification was 
received the Travancore Devaswom Board hereby publish 
the following amendments to the existing “Rules for the 
Appointment of Relatives/Dependents of Devaswom 
Employees Dying in Harness-1989”. 

Amendments 

In the existing Rule 5 the figure “1,50,000” shall be 
substituted with the figure “4,50,000”. 

In the existing Rule 6 (2) after the word “include” 
and before the word “adopted” the following words as 
“married son” “married daughter” shall be added. 


Explanatory Note 

In the Dying in Harness Rules the income limit 
originally fixed in Rule 5 was 12,000. This was the limit 
in the Government rules also. Later the Government in 
their rules enhanced the income limit and in 2005 the 
income limit fixed by the Government in their rules was 
1,50,000. Therefore the Travancore Devaswom Board also 
enhanced the income limit from 12,000 to 1,50,000. 
Thereafter the Government in their rules enhanced the 
income limit to 3,00,000. But no corresponding 
enhancement of income limit to 3,00,000 was made by 
the Travancore Devaswom Board in the Dying in 
Harness Rules. The Government again enhanced the 
income limit in their rules to 4,50,000. This is the reason 
for the Travancore Devaswom Board for the present 
enhancement of income limit.
